freedom  from  ambition  respecting  the  station  he 
should  occupy,  and  hU  preference  of  a  retired 
and  humble  sphere  ol  usefulness ;  his  powerful 
influence  on  other  ministers  and  private  Chri^ 
tians,  fiir  the  production  of  pious  activity ;  his 
exemplary  patience  under  tlie  trials  to  which  he 
was  subjected  by  his  faithfulness ;  his  delight  in 
calling  sinners  to  repentance ;  his  study  of  the 
various  hindrances  in  the  Christian  life,  of  Chris¬ 
tian  infirmities ;  and  of  the  great  subject  of  con¬ 
version,  as  to  its  means,  operations,  and  eiriden- 
ces,  qualifying  him  to  be  a  successful  guide  in  the 
way  of  holiness.  He  had  the  kind  of  popularity, 
and  tlie  measure  of  it  too,  which  God  usually 
gives  to  men  of  such  a  character ;  not  that  which 
testifies  itself  in  showy  and  noisy  admiration,  but 
1  hat  which  is  evidenced  by  the  fervent  attachment 
of  Christian  people,  and  by  the  extensive  success 
of  his  prcacliing  on  multitudes  of  those  who  at- 
attended  upon  his  ministry.  The  private  Chris¬ 
tian  and  the  minister,  who  wouUl  find  something 
to  stimulate  them  to  increased  activity  in  the  di¬ 
vine  life,  and  in  the  work  of  Christ,  cannot  fail 
to  derive  benefit  from  studying  the  character  of| 
B^Lxter. 

We  may  add  to  these  interesting  traits  of  cha¬ 
racter,  his  ardent  and  untiring  devotion  to  the 
cause  of  Cliristian  charity  and  union — as  a  peace 
maker  eminent,  and  therein  proving  himself  a 
child  of  God  ;  his  prospective  lienevolence  also, 
for  in  his  nfiml  were  the  germs  of  some  of  those 
great  plans  of  Christian  benevolence,  which  are 
in  operation  at  the  present  day ;  parficularly  those 
of  furnishing  the  Bible  to  the  destitute,  of  edu¬ 
cating  pious  young  men  for  the  ministry,  and  of 
missions  among  the  Indian  trilies. 

We  have  thus  given  an  imperfect  miniature 
of  this  excellent  man.  Those  who  would  see 
the  full  length  portrait,  in  its  just  proportions, 
and  something  in  the  impressive  dignity  which 
belonged  to  the  original,  will  do  well  to  study  it, 
as  exhibited  in  the  volumes  of  Mr.  Orme.  The 
details  of  an  extended  and  particular  biography 
alone,  indeed,  can  give  any  just  conceptions  of 
tlic  entire  character  of  one  of  these  “  men  of 
God,” — this  class  of  veterans,  who  have  so  vali¬ 
antly  fought  and  conquered  under  the  banners 
of  “  the  captain  of  our  salvation.” 

The  inquiries  arc  interesting  and  important — 
“  What  should  the  minister  be,  in  the  situation 
ill  which  he  comes  in  contact  w'ith  influential  or 
public  men,  perhaps  great  men?.  What  as  a 
Cliristian  citizen  and  patriot  concerned  in  the 
moral  and  religious  interests  of  his  country  ? — 
What  as  a  controversialist  and  defender  of  the 
faith?  and,  if  by  talents  qualified  for  it,  and  by 
jirovidential  circumstances  called  to  it, — What 
as  an  author  and  writer  of  books  ?”  Baxter  was 
]>Iaced  by  divine  providence,  at  different  periods 
of  his  life,  in  situations  to  furnish,  by  his  practice, 
answers  to  these  inquiries,  to  some  extent. 

He  was  an  eminent  instance  of  a  Christian, 
carrying  into  public  life  Uie  humility,  devoutness, 
decision,  and  energy  of  character,  which  appear 
in  the  more  retired  life  of  others.  Gentlemen  of; 
llie  sword  and  of  the  parliament,  Cromwell  and 
Charles,  nobility,  gentry,  bishops,  clergy,  private 
citizens,  learned  men  and  ignorant,  riern  men  and 
poor,  were  all  one  to  him  where  were  concerned 
matters  of  duty  and  responsibility  to  God.  What 
ever  called  by  duty  to  say,  iu  his  intercourse 
with  these,  he  said  with  becoming  courtesy,  and 
yet  with  dignity  and  fearlessness.  Whatever  call¬ 
ed  by  duty  to  do — as  answerable  to  Him  who 
has  said,  “  call  no  man  master  upon  earth,” — he 
did  it ;  no  matter  whether  it  was  to  be  done  in 
the  presence  of  the  king,  or  in  his  own  pulpit, 
or  seated  in  his  study  with  a  private  individual. 
As  a  Christian  patriot  and  citizen,  to  describe 
him  in  one  sentence,  we  should  call  him  the  Je¬ 
remiah  of  the  British  nation.  His  principle  of 
action  seems  to  have  been  contained  in  that  di¬ 
vine  direction,  “  And  seek  the  peace  of  the  city 
whither  1  have  caused  you  to  be  carried  away 
captives,  and  pray  unto  the  Lord  for  it ;  for  in 
the  peace  thereof  shall  ye  have  peace.”  As  a 
defender  of  the  faith,  he  is  presented  before  us 
as  possessing  a  fervent  love  for  divine  truth ;  a 
keen  discernment  of  errors,  however  substantially 
presented a  lively  sensibility  to  attacks  made 
upon  any  fundamental  article  of  the  Christian 
faith ;  and  promptitude,  courage,  diligence,  and 
faitlifulness,  in  commencing  and  carrying  on  the 
contest  for  the  faith.  Not  witliout  his  faults  as 
a  controversialist,  was  he,  it  must  be  conceded, 
as  we  shall  notice  hereafter ;  but  it  would  be 
strange  if  a  man  who  has  fought  as  many  bat¬ 
tles  as  Baxter,  should  commit  no  errors.  He 
was  not  the  man  to  fly,  when  it  was  time  to 
fight ;  nor  when  he  could  have  peace  on  the  right 
terms,  had  he  any  unconquerable  preference  of 
controversy  before  quietness.  As  an  author,  he 
tvas  a  miracle  of  industry  and  efficiency.  Books 
and  pamphlets  dropped  from  his  pen,  almost  like 
sermons  from  the  ^ns  of  other  men.  Whether 
he  in  all  instances  rightly  interpreted  the  voice 
of  divine  providence,  as  calling  for  a  book,  might 
perhaps  be  doubted.  Of  most  of  his  publications, 
u  cannot  probably  be  questioned  Uiat  they  were 
useful,  as  adapted  to  the  exigencies  ol  the  times 
then  present,  and  in  giving  a  right  direction  to 
men’s  minds  on  subjects  under  discussion.  The 
judicious  editor,  however,  in  publishing  for  the 
iienefit  of  the  Christian  world,  would  probably 
leave  many  of  his  productions  in  the  venerable 
obscurity  of  some  retired  alcove  of  tlie  library. 


ambition,  thirst  for  power,  ambition  for  office  and 
honors,  and  to  inciutle  eveiy  worldly  ambition 
which  servea  merely  for  the  gratification  of  pride 
and  selffshnew. 

Are  there  any  of  tliese  abominable  things  fiiund 
tarnishing  the  character  of  Clergymen  of  the 
present  day ;  which  are  highly  esteemed  among 
men,  and  which  must  inevitably,  agreeably  to 
the  above  passage,  be  *an  abomination  in  the 
sq^t  of  God  ? 

My  remarks  at  present  will  be  limited  to  two 
circumstances  First,  the  custom  of  writing  and 
delivering  fine  written  sermons,  with  or  without 
a  studied  theatrical  display  of  eloquence;  and, 
secondly,  the  use  of  the  doctorate. 

From  my  extensive  acquaintance  with  minis¬ 
ters  of  most  of  the  orthodox  denomination  of 
Christians,  f  am  satisfied  that  a  vast  proportion 
of  precious  time  is  spent  by  many  ministers,  in 
dressing  up  their  sermons  in  drapery  of  words 
and  phraseology,  to  suit  the  carnal  ear.  For 
what?  To  convict  and  convert  sinners?  No, 
for  such  sermons  will  seldom  convict  sinners. 
This  being  admitted,  there  can  of  course  be  but 
one  reason.  Tb  obtain  the  applause  of  miff.  '1‘hw 
is  at  the  bottom  of  their  hearts,  whether  they  be 
aware  of  it  or  not.  If  they  think  they  ate  doing 
the  Lord’s  work  in  such  sermons,  they  arc  de¬ 
ceiving  themselves.  For  God  is  not  mocked. 
The  Apostle  Paul  says  expressly,  that  he  did  not 

E reach  in  “  the  enticing  words  of  man’s  wisdom; 

ut  in  the  demonstration  of  the  Spirit  and  with 
power.”  He  used  plain,  simple  language,  as  he 
said  in  another  place,  that  every  person  might 
comprehend  him.  This  practice  he  expressly  en¬ 
joins.  This  wasourSavior’s  practice.  This  was  the 
practice  of  president  Edward’s,  Whitfield,  and 
all  the  ministers  who  ever  had  or  now  have  sig¬ 
nal  re^dvals  follow  their  preaching. 

Those  ministers  and  Christians  who  are  truly 
humble,  as  they  all  ought  to  be,  can  easily  see, 
and  do  truly  deplore  the  spiritual  coldness  and 
desolation  that  rei£^^  almost  imperceptibly,  in 
the  hearts  of  such  mmislers,  and  through  these 
churches,  where  such  exercises  are  prevalent. 
For  if  the  minister  be  proud,  fand  such  a  disposi¬ 
tion  arises  from  pride  and  amoition,)  he  will  ine¬ 
vitably  be  cold ;  and  of  course  as  long  ns  lie  is 
in  such  a  frame,  his  prayers  can  never  reach 
heaven.  For  he  is  continually  mocking  Gotl,  and 
grieving  his  Holy  Spirit.  And  how  can  it  be 
expected  that  such  labors  will  be  much  blessed  to 
the  salv'atioii  of  sinners? 

Another  abomination,  (as  appears  to  me.)  che¬ 
rished  among  some  ministers,  is  the  doctorate. 

‘  Be  ye  not  called  Rabbi,  for  one  is  your  mas¬ 
ter,  even  Christ.”  “That  which  is  highly  es¬ 
teemed  among  men,  is  abogiination  in  the  sight 
of  Cod.”  Of  what  use  is  the  doctorate?  Why 
is  it  sought  for  and  cherished,  if  it  lie  not  that 
those  who  possess  this  lionor,  are  more  higlilv 
esteemed  among  sinners  and  men  of  the  world. 
This  is  a  truth  which  every  body  knows.  Those 
ministers  who  have  obtained  and  cleave  to  this 
honor,  (abomination)  know  this.  And  they  ought 
also  to  know,  ivhen  they  read  certain  passages 
of  scripture,  that  it  is  directly  against  the  plain¬ 
est  injunctions  tliere  laid  down.  Still,  astonish¬ 
ing  as  it  may  seem,  they  cleave  to  it  willi  an  iron 


grasp.

watchfUneas  and  exertions !  The  revival  need 
nut  decline.  Christians  should  believe  this ;  should 
f^l  their  responsibilities,  and  by  their  humble  in¬ 
strumentality,  faithfully  sustain  Uie  work  of  God. 
Christians !  the  object  of  this  article  is  to  encou¬ 
rage  you  to  support  Uie  revival  with  which  you  are 
now  iavored,  and  to  carry  it  thro’  every  season  of 
peculiar  discouragement.  Believe  then  fully  that 
the  Head  of  the  Church  requires  yon  to  do  this ; 
that  you  can  do  it — can  do  all  that  he  rt^res ; 
that  if  you  do  it  not,  a  heavy  weight  of  guilt, 
and  the  chastening  frown  of  Clirist  must  rest 
upon  you  ;  that  you  may  long  suffer  under  his 
terrible  rebukes;  and  that  through  your  disobedi¬ 
ence  and  treachery,  sinners  around  yon  tnay  be 
emboldened  to  sin  on,  till  they  shall  fill  up  the 
measure  of  their  iniquities,  and  sink  under  the 
wrath  of  heaven,  into  eternal  damnation 
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one  of  the  abominations  thatseems  to  have  grown 
up  in  the  churches;  and  are  there  cherished  ns 
a  weakness  of  our  nature.  We  often  hear  the 
remark  made,  that  it  is  impossible  to  be  entirely 
free  from  sin,  and  that  this  is  one  of  the  weak¬ 
nesses  that  cleave  to  the  carnal  nature  of  minis¬ 
ters  in  spite  of  grace.  Some  pretend  that  it  is 
merely  a  scholastic  honor,  and  has  no  necessary 
connection  with  the  Christian  character.  These 
pretensions  are  all  vain  and  false.  As  we  know 
that  the  doctorate  is  bestowed  often  on  those 
who  have  little  pretensions  to  scholastic  merit. 
And  it  is  what  young  clergymen  too  often  look 
forward  to,  aS  an  object  of  tiicir  ambition.  And 
I  have  been  made  acquainted  with  the  fact,  that 
colleges  not  unfrequently  confer  this  honor,  to 
get  tlie  influence  of  the  individual,  in  favor  of 
the  interest  of  such  institution.  And  when  it  is 
so  apparent  that  this  distinction,  or  honor,  or  by 
whatever  name  it  may  be  called,  is  fading  and 
fostering  one  of  the  deepest,  most  subtle,  hidden 
and  deadliest  principles  of  the  human  heart, 
(pride,)  I  wonder  that  this  subject  has  not  exci¬ 
ted  a  greater  interest,  and  been  made  more  a 
subject  of  prayer  than  it  has  been.  It  has  been 
so  much  a  stumbling  block  in  the  way  of  the  use¬ 
fulness  of  ministers,  it  is  to  me  a  matter  of  great 
astonishment,  that  clergymen  who  arc  known  to 
be  deeply  pious,  do  not  set  their  (aces  like  a  flint 
against  a  practice,  which  has  ever  exerted  so 
deadly  an  influence  upon  the  prosperity  of 
the  Redeemer’s  kingdom.  This  abomination 
must  be  dune  away  with,  before  the  millenium 
can  come.  Ministers  must  be  all  brethren,  upon 
a  par — no  distinctions  of  one  above  another.  As 
humble  servants  of  Christ  their  greatest  honor 
will  be,  as  it  was  with  the  Apostle  Paul,  to  be 
self-denying,  willing  and  ready  to  suffer  shame 
for  the  cause  of  Christ.  B.

To  ALL  WHO  ARE  PrOFESSEDLT  THE  EmBASSA- 
DORS  OF  Jesus  Christ: 

Mr.  Editor — Persons  in  every  station  of  life, 
run  into  faults  insensibly;  and  unless  friends 
give  them  timely  admonition,  tliey  seem  prone 
to  go  fiirward  step  by  step,  until,  as  it  were,  im¬ 
perceptibly,  thev  become  entangled  in  such  awful 
guilt,  as  upon  calm  and  reasonable  reflection,  to  fill 
their  own  minds  with  astonishment.  It  seems 
The  duty  of  the  minister  Of  ihe  gospel,  to  warn, 
exhort,  admonish,  and  to  entreat,  and  by  every 
means  of  example  and  precept,  lo  endeavor,  not 
only  lo  bring  sinners  to  repentance,  but  strive  to 
kce*p  the  flock  pure  and  unspotted  from  the  pol¬ 
lutions  of  the  world.  But  if  ministers  of  the 
gospel  run  into  errors,  whose  duty  is  it  to  admo¬ 
nish  them  ?  It  is  not  customary  for  their  people 
so  to  do,  unless  it  be  for  gross^errors.  And  the 
same  may  be  said  of  clergymen,  one  to  another. 
They  are  probably  not  accustomed  to  admonish 
one  another  as  oflicn  as  they  ought,  with  true 
Christian  humility.  And  there  may,  in  fact,  be 
a  kiqd  of  delicacy  in  such  an  attempt,  even  in 
cases  where  one  may  condemn  the  conduct  and 
habits  of  another,  as  tending  to  hinder  the  cause 
of  Christ.  But  as  I  am  not  a  clergyman,  and 
have  no  object  in  view  in  this  communication, 
but  tlie  honor  of  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  a  de¬ 
sire  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  his  kingdom  in 
the  world,  I  may  be  permitted,  witli  Christian 
humility,  even  to  address  clergymen. 

My  remarks  will  be  grounded  upon  the  words 
of  our  Savior,  in  Luke  xvi.  15.  “Ye  are  they 
which  justify  yourselves  before  men ;  but  God 
kooweUi  your  hearts;  for  that  which  is  highly 
esteemed  among  men,  is  an  abomination  in  the 
sight  of  God.”  It  will  be  seen  that  this  saying 
of  our  Lord  was  in  answer  to  the  derision  of  the 
covetous  Pharisees,  in  consequence  of  his  saving 
iu  the  second  verse,  preceding  this,  that  “  man 
cannot  serve  God  and  mammon.” 

The  best  expositors  make  this  remark  of  our 
Savior  to  refer  not  only  to  the  love  ol  riches, 
(the  mammoa  of  this  world,)  but  also  to  worldly 
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CAUTIONS  TO  CHRISTIANS  IN  REVIVALS. 

NO.  XVI. 

Dont  relax  your  exertions  on  account  of  unfavor¬ 
able  circumstances. 

Satan  has  many  devices  to  prevent  the  iiseful- 
nes-s  of  Christians.  And  even  those,  who  are 
truly  pious  practice  upon  themselves  much  de¬ 
ception.  Perhaps  few  excuses  operate  upon  their 
minds  with  more  frequency  and  power,  than  the 
plea,  that  they  are  not  now  in  circumstances  to 
be  useful.  Many  professed  Christians  are  always 
flattering  themselves  that  they  shall  soon  enjoy  a 
season  more  favorable  to  the  cultivation  of  piety, 
and  to  useful  exertions.  There  is  always  some 
thing  which,  in  their  view,  renders  the  present 
opportunity  unpronitious.  Such  pass  on  from 
year  lo  year,  with  little  enjoyment  or  usefulness 
m  religion.  If  in  a  season  of  spiritual  coldness 
and  inactivity,  they  arc  called  on  to  awake,  and 
make  exertions  for  a  revival,  they  immediately 
think  that  the  present  season  is  very  inconve¬ 
nient,  that  soon  circumstances  will  be  more  favo¬ 
rable,  and  they  will  then  engage  heartily  in  the 
work.  When  a  revival,  after  having  been  in 
progress  for  some  time,  liegins  to  decline,  tlicy 
feel  that  it  could  not  be  expected  to  continue  un 
dcr  circumstances  so  unfavorable,  as  those  that 
exist.  In  almoirt  ever/ place  there  are  particu¬ 
lar  seasons,  in  which  there  is  a  peculiar  pressure 
of  business,  and  when  tlie  public  attention  and 
interest  are  especially  absorbed.  At  such  sea¬ 
sons,  Christians  very  often  suffer  a  revival  lo  de¬ 
cline.  They  yield  to  discouragements.  They 
are  not  willing  lo  make  those  sacrifices  which 
are  necessary  to  sustain  the  work.  They  justi¬ 
fy  their  neglect  by  tlie  plea,  that  it  is  an  unfavor¬ 
able  time  for  a  revival,  and  they  wry  insensibly 
lose  their  interest,  and  relax  their  efforts  in  tlie 
work,  and  it  declines. 

There  is  something  peculiarly  deceptive  in 
this  plea.  When  Christians  make  it,  they  fond¬ 
ly  suppose  that  they  are  as  ready  still  lo  engage 
in  revival  efforts,  as  they  ever  have  been.  They 
think  that  they  are  anxiously  waiting  for  favor- 
aUe  circumstances  to  renew  their  efforts;  this 
destniys  their  sense  of  responsibility,  for  the  ex¬ 
isting  lime,  and  prepares  them  fiir  a  very  rapid, 
and,  to  themselves,  imperceptible  declension. 

Christians,  instead  of  shrinking  aivay  from 
their  posts,  at  unfavorable  seasons,  and  under 
circumstances  which  are  calculated  to  divert  the 
public  attention  from  the  revival,  should  feel  that 
greater  exertions,  and  zeal,  ami  perseverance  are 
absolutely  demanded  of  them,  and  that  they  are 
very  guilty  if  they  do  not  meet  this  demand  !  If 
under  such  drcumstances,  they  shrink  from  effort 
and  self-denial,  and  suffer  the  work  to  decline; 
they  incur  tremendous  guilt  I  They  betray  into 
the  hands  of  enemies,  that  cause,  which  Christ 
has  bid  them  guard  apd  support,  by  unremitting 


APPEAL  TO  THE  CHURCHES. 

We  have  just  received  the  second  number  of  the  Cahi- 
met,  the  present  accredited  organ  of  the  American  Peace 
Society,  from  which  we  copy  the  following  article  : 

The  following  extract  is  fiom  a  sermon  by  Rev,  A  Mead, 
delivered  before  the  "Hartford  County  Peace  Society, 
Conn.”  There  are  many  good  tlioughts  in  this  sermon, 
as  will  be  perceived  from  the  short  extract  which  we  give. 

“Within  thirw  yetys  of  the  last  half  century,  more 
than  5,000,000  of  nominal  Christians  were  hurried  into  the 
eternal  world,  by  the  hands  of  their  brethren ;  many  of 
them  being  first  deeply  corrupted,  and  few  of  them  having 
any  one  to  whisper  to  tlicm,  m  their  dying  hour,  any  thing 
of  immortality,  or  a  Savior’s  love,  or  of  the  need  of  re¬ 
pentance.  Yet  tlie  church  has  never  raised  her  voice 
against  it :  church  members,  and  even  the  preachers  of 
the  gospel  are  seen  advocating  the  policy  tliat  has  caused 
all  this  mutual  destruction  ;  and  iew  question  the  value 
of  that  fame,  which  is  acquired  by  deeds  of  blood.  The 
rites  of  the  church  are  seen  mingled  with  tho  clasli  of 
arms,  and  ministers  of  the  gospel  are,  on  both  sides,  heMd 
praying  that  God  will  give  the  victo^  to  their  own  armies  ; 
in  other  words,  that  he  will  enable  them  to  kill  and  wound 
large  numbers  of  those  whom  each  counts  enemies,  and 
often  when  he  believes  them  enemies  of  God,  ready  to 
sink  to  an  eternal  hell.  Yes,  and  here  is  seen  the  cross 
of  Jesus,  floating  as  a  signal  of  blood,  and  there  his  name 
is  given,  as  the  sound  that  is  to  inspire  men  for  deeds  of 
carnage,  and  the  soldiers  of  each  party  arc  taught  to  con¬ 
sider  themselves  as  the  instruments  of  heaven,  and  under 
the  special  protection  of  the  God  of  mercy,  wliilc  their 
hearts  are  taught  to  burn  with  hatred,  and  all  their  pow¬ 
ers  arc  exerted  to  destroy  tho  life  of  their  fellow  men,  the 
professed  disciples  of  the  same  Savior.  And  to  add  ten 
fold  horror  to  this  solemn  mockery  of  heaven,  when  the 
embattled  hosts  have  met  with  the  cross  perhaps  waving 
on  each  side,  arid  all  the  most  malignant  passions  have 
raged,  and  the  ground  has  been  rent,  and  the  heavens  as¬ 
tonished  with  deeds  of  rvickediicss,  cruelty,  and  blood  ; — 
and  twenty,  or  fifty,  or  eighty  thousand  men  have  been 
pierced,  and  mangled,  and  torn  limb  from  limb,  and  crush¬ 
ed  beneath  the  feet  of  horses  and  the  wheels  of  cannon, 
and  sent  through  all  the  contortions  of  anguish  and  des¬ 
pair  to  eternity,  and  many,  no  doubt,  to  eternal  burnings ; 
and  tens  of  tlioiisands  more  arc  left  helpless  on  tlic  field 
of  battle,  to  suffer  all  the  tortures  of  pain,  thirst,  and  a  lin¬ 
gering  death,  with  no  one  to  comfort  or  aid  them  ;  then 
wo  see  tho  pompous  proccssiod,  and  amid  the  shouts  of 
victory,  and  tho  roar  of  cannon,  the  doors  of  the  church 
arc  thrown  open,  the  minister  of  Jesus  approaches  the  al¬ 
tar,  tlie  deep  toned  organ  sends  forth  its  notes,  the 
voice  is  heard  in  tho  sanctuaiy,  “We  thank  thee,  O  God !” 
Gracious  Father,  for  what  do  they  thank  thee  ?  Is  it  that 
they  have  destroyed  and  sent  beyond  tho  reach  of  tliy 
mercy  thousands  of  their  brethren?  Is  it,  that  now  a 
country  is  deprived  of  its  fathers  and  sons,  and  may  be 
conquered,  its  houses  plundered,  its  villages  burnt,  its  fa¬ 
therless  little  ones  reduced  to  starvation,  its  maids  and  ma¬ 
trons  given  up  to  the  brutal  lusts  of  the  soldiery,  and  all 
that  is  dear  to  man  taken  from  a  defenceless  people  ? 

“Is  this  the  religion  that  is  lo  banish  war  froni  the  eardi, 
and  bring  all  men  to  love  each  other  as  brethren  of  the 
same  family  ?  These  men  have  heard  the  gospel  as  it  is 
ched,  and  profess  to  act  according  to  its  dictates.— 

1  it  put  an  end  to  war  thus  understood  ?  No,  never. 
Preach  tho  gospel  as  Jesus  and  his  apostles  preached  it— 
as  a  system  enjoining  only  love,  even  to  the  worst  enemies, 
the  rendering  good  for  evil,  and  doing  evil  to  none — preach 
and  practice  on  those  principles,  and  show  them  applicable 
to  men  in  every  situation,  and  it  will  put  an  end  lo  war*.— 
Do  this  always,  and  wo  need  no  more  efficient  friends  to 
peace,  than  every  Christian  would  be.  But  what  a  change 
must  there  be  even  in  the  church,  before  this  steady  peace¬ 
ful  influence  will  he  constantly  exerted.  Till  this  change 
is  eflected,  and  the  principles  of  peace  are  made  as  promi¬ 
nent  in  all  our  Christian  enterprizes,  and  in  the  preaching  of 
the  gospsi,  as  ffiey  were  in  the  life  and  instructions  of 
Christ,  jet  no  friend  of  humanity  feel  at  liberty  to  refuse 
his  aid  in  thLs  cause.  Till  ministers  and  church  members 
cease  to  advocate  and  countenance  what  fills  earth  with 
sin  and  wo,  hell  with  exultation,  and  if  possible  would 
drown  heaven  with  sorrow ;  let  no  one  plead  against  our 
ciforts,.  because  the  gospel  alone  can  bring  the  world  to 
peace. 

“  Never,  never  can  the  church  lead  the  world  to  Christ  till 
she  shall  come  out  from  all  these  abominations,  and 
her  members  shall  become  men  of  peace.  Her  garments 
are  stained  witli  hood,  and  the  cries  of  her  children  man¬ 
gled  and  slain  in  war,  have  frightened  the  nations.  Her 
sons  have  covered  the  earth  with  violence,  and  her  hands 
are  filled  with  the  plunder  of  (he  heathen,  and  too  many  of 
her  ministers  have  polluted  her  temples  and  desecrated  her 
ntes,  offi-ringthe  gains  of  robbers,  and  praying  for  the  bless¬ 
ing  of  God  on  those  who  liave  gone  forth  to  pillage  and 
destroy  ;  and  enslave,  and  that  even  their  Christian  breth¬ 
ren. 

“  Can  a  God  of  mercy  allow  the  world  to  be  converted 
to  principles  such  as  the^  ?  No,  brethren,  the  generation 
that  shall  be  honored  as  the  instruments  of  bringing  the 
nations  to  Immanuel,  will  be  a  generation  eminent  for  the 
pure  gospel  and  peaceful  character  of  the  early  apostles, 
resolved  to  have  no  fellowship  with  the  works  of  darkness 
—the  weapons  of  whose  warfare  shall  not  be  carnal. — 
They  will  shako  off  the  unholy  bands  that  have  too  long 
bound  the  disciples  of  Christ  in  an  alliance  with  states,  and 
their  narrow  selfish  views  and  policies.  They  will  be  a 
people  trusting  in  God  alone,  as  their  defence,  and  their 
deliverer.  Christ  will  be  their  lawgiver,  his  gospel  tho 
rule  of  their  life,  and  his  truth  tlio  only  weapon  of  attack 
The  Lord  grant,  that  we  may  sec  that  people,  and  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  act  some  humble  part  with  them  in  the  noble 
work  of  peace. 

“  Brethren  be  not  discouraged.  The  work  is  B'eat, 
and  w-ho  ever  knew  a  great  work  of  mercy  accompnAed 
without  great  and  persevering  effort  ? — without  overcoming 
many  obstacles  ?  Truth  is  w-ith  us ;  tho  wishes  and 
prayers  of  many  thousands  of  pious  souls  are  with  us ; 
Christ  is  with  us,  and  the  whole  company  of  heaven  would 
e.yilt  at  our  success.  We  shall  reap  in  duo  time,  if  wo 
faint  not,  and  no  effort  will  bo  lost.  We  may  not  sec  the 
accomplishment  of  our  desires  on  earth,  but  nc  wit  hope 
to  see  it  in  heaven.  We  ask  no  reward  but  the  privilege 
of  doing  good,  and  of  this  man  can  never  deprive  us.”

mentioned  in  tlie  Bible,)  then  it  is  fatal  indeed  ;  I 
and  shuts  out  its  only  true  remedy,  repentance. 

O  how  important  is  a  correct  knowledge  of  our¬ 
selves.  y\  ith  the  greatest  propriety  has  it  been 
remarked,  that  “  flie  proper  study  of  mankind 
is  man.”  And  how  great  would  be  the  advanta¬ 
ges,  (in  regard  to  our  spiritual  state,)  if  both 
Christians  and  -the  impenitent  would  adopt  the 
lan^age  of  one  of  old,  “  Search  me,  O  Lord, 
and  know  my  heart;  try  me,  and  know  my 
thoughts ;  and  see  if  there  be  any  wicked  way 
in  me,  and  lead  me  in  the  way  everlasting.”  Ps. 
cxxxix.  23,  2-1.  The  Word  of  God  is  the  only 
true  glass,  in  which  we  can  view  ourselves,  with¬ 
out  a  possibility  of  being  deceived.  And  if  our 
hearts  deceive  us  not,  and  we  are  honest  with 
ourselves,  they  will  re-echo  to  the  account  which 
is  given  in  the  inspired  volume  of  them.  Self- 
deception  is  a  principle,  natural  to  our  corrupt 
natures;  we  are  fimd  of  it,  while  unconverted. 
We  naturally  cry  peace,  peace,  to  our  souls. 

But  the  objection,  “  I  am  ready  to  bo  saved,” 
is  nothing  but  an  e.xcuse.  In  plain  English  it  is 
this.  “  I  am  willing  to  be  saved  in  my  own  ap¬ 
pointed  way;  I  have  no  intention  of  giving  up 
all  my  good  deeds  and  actions.  [Strange  that 
an  impure  fountain  should  send  forth  pure 
streams ;  or  that  a  fountain  should  rise  any  high¬ 
er  than  its  source.]  And  if  they  must  be  thrown 
out  of  the  scale,  I  care  not  for  being  saved.” 
This  is  the  language  of  every  self-righteous 
heart,  and  while  countless  numbers  of  these  cha¬ 
racters  are  going  down  (o  the  chambers  of  dark¬ 
ness,  with  “  a  lie  in  their  right  hand,”  the  publi¬ 
cans  and  harlots — individuals  who  have  been 
openly  profane — are  seen  pressing  into  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God  ;  and  these  gospel  hardened  sinners 
are  shut  out.  But  the  fact  is,  they  are-  not  wil¬ 
ling  lo  be  savcil !  For  if  tliey  were,  in  reality 
willing,  they  would  be  saved.  When  a  sinner  is 
“  convinced  of  sin,  of  righteousness,  and  of  judg¬ 
ment,”  and  when  he  becomes  willing  to  be  saved, 
then  the  controversy  between  God  and  him  cea¬ 
ses.  This  is  the  essential  work  of  the  Holy  Spi¬ 
rit.  No  man,  naturally,  wills  to  love  God ;  hence 
tlie  ncces.sity  of  the  Spirit’s  influences,  to  make 
sinners  willing  in  the  day  of  conversion.  And 
the  Christian,  who  has  Iteen  taught  in  the  school 
of  Christ,  when  he  thinks  of  the  rock  from  whence 
he  was  hewn,  and  of  the  pit,  out  of  which  he  has 
been  taken,  will  immediately  make  tlic  inquiry 
of  tlie  poet : 

“  Why  was  I  tnacio  lo  hear  thy  voice, 

And  enter  while  there’s  room  ; 

While  thousands  make  a  w-retched  choice, 

And  sooner  starve  than  come.” 

He  ascribes  no  part  of  his  deliverance  to  an  arm 
of  flesh;  but  goes  on  with  the  pod,  sweetly 
•singing : 

“Twas  the  same  love  that  spread  the  feast, 

That  sweetly  forc’d  me  in  ; 

Else  I  had  still  refus’d  to  taste. 

And  perish’d  in  my  sin.” 

Let  impenitent  sinners,  therefore,  be  cautious 
how  they  frame  objections.  Let  tliem  bring  their 
objections  to  tlic  Bible,  and  there  let  them  be 
viewed  in  tlie  light  of  a  judgment  day,  or  of  a 
dying  hour.  “People  may  live  fools,  (as  a  dy¬ 
ing  infidel  once  observed,)  but  fools  they  cannot 
die.”  We  may  glide  down  the  stream  of  time 
without  religion,  but  a  dying  hour  will  make  us 
feel  our  need  of  this  one  thing  needful.  Read 
the  accounts  of  the  last  moments  of  the  most  ce¬ 
lebrated  infidels,  who  have  ever  polluted  the 
world  by  tlicir  existence,  and  what  do  tlieir  dy¬ 
ing  words  prove  ?  That  infidelity  is  too  weak, 
a  broken  reed,  or  a  sharp  pointed  spear  to  lean 
upon,  when  all  other  props  have  been  removed. 
Let  me  reverse  the  scene.  Peruse  the  dying  ex¬ 
perience  of  Ihose  who  have  died  in  the  triumphs 
of  fiiith.  Aud  after  peru.snl,  what  is  tlie  import 
of  them? 

“  ’Tis  rnlieion  can  supply, 

Solid  comfort  when  we  die.” 

Hasten  tlicn  sinner  to  the  ark  of  safety,  wliile 
it  is  floating  on  llie  waves  of  time.  No  promises 
of  future  rejtentance  will  ever  accomplish  any 
thing.  Come  now  while  it  is  an  accepted  time. 
To-morrow  never  comes.  Throw  aside  all  your 
vain  excuses  or  objections;  take  all  the  blame  j 
and  guilt  of  your  sinfulness  lo  yourself;  and  ac¬ 
knowledge  that  God’s  ways  are  cfTTiat,  while 
yours  are  unequal :  and  if  you  thus  confess  your 
sins,  in  sincerity,  you  will  realize  in  your  experi¬ 
ence,  that  “  God  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive 
you  your  sins,  and  to  cleanse  you  from  all  un¬ 
righteousness.”  Senior.

Mr.  Editor — A  thought  struck  me  very  fiirci- 
bly  last  evening,  while  I  was  attending  a  prayer 
meeting  in  the  V’illage  of  Cariandagiua,  which  I 
wish  all  Christians,  and  espiccially  those  who 
take  the  lead  in  such  meetings,  to  consider  per¬ 
fectly. 

In  times  of  revivals,  we  often  hear  impenitent 
sinners  say,  that  "they  believe  a  new  birth  is  ne¬ 
cessary,  tiiat  they  must  be  horn  again,  must  be 
renewed  by  grace,  or  never  sec  the  kingdom  of 
God,  they  also  say,  that  they  are  sincerely  desi¬ 
rous  to  become  Christians,  and  only  waiting  for 
Go<i  to  give  them  a  new  heart,  and  create  with¬ 
in  them  new  affections,  such  as  hatred  to  sin  and 
love  to  God — blessings  which  the;v’  are  totally 
unprepared  to  receive.  At  such  limes  we  see 
them  nlinded  to  their  own  situation,  not  knowing 
their  duty,  or  appreciating  their  high  privilege — 
no  faith  in  the  merits  of  Clhrist,  or  in  the  promi¬ 
ses  of  God  ;  therefore  do  not  make  one  eflitrt  to 
obtain  the  object  for  which  they  profos-scdly  de¬ 
sire  so  earnestly.  The  thought  which  I  would 
suggest  is,  do  not  Christians  exercise  as  little 
faith  in  tlifc  merits  of  Christ,  and  in  the  jmiini.scs 
ol  God,  in  times  when  there  is  no  revival,  as  im¬ 
penitent  sinners  ?  They  go  to  prayer  meetings, 
exhort  others  to  be  humble,  to  be  constant  at  the 
throne  of  grace,  pleading  with  God  to  pour  out 
his  ^irit,  to  revive  his  work,  to  make  eflectual 
ail  effiirts  to  promote  the  glory  of  God,  and  to 
advance  the  interests  of  Christ’s  kingdom.  They 
will  pray  fervently  and  very  cngagedly  that  God 
will  bless  his  own  apjiointed  means  of  grace, 
that  lie  will  humble  his  children  and  engage  them 
anew  in  his  service,  that  they  may  be  crucified 
lo  the  world,  and  the  world  to  them  ;  and  that 
they  may  carry  about  with  them  the  dying  of 
our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  by 
tlieir  gootl  works  and  holy  example,  all  around 
them  may  be  constrained  to  say,  that  there  is 
something  in  the  religion  of  Jesus  which  is  pre¬ 
ferable  to  great  riches.  Do  they  go  out  into  the 
world,  exhibiting  such  a  life  of  piety  and  holy 
zeal  as  becomes  such  humble  suppliants  ?  Do 
tlicy  realize  that  there  is  any  meaning  in  the 
words  tliey  utter  ?  Evidently  there  is  not  much. 
Do  they  realize  that  there  is  any  thing  for  them  to 
do  ?  Are  they  not  wailing  for  Gml,  by  his  own 
sovereign  power  to  pour  out  his  Spirit,  lo  revive 
his  work,  and  glorify  himself.^ — very  evidently; 
and  for  such  a  time  they  arc  totally  unprepared, 
and  would  be  compelled  to  cry  out,  “  Lord  do 
thine  own  work,  for  wc  are  unqualified  for  the 
duties  which  devolve  upon  us.” 

O  !  how  blinded  to  our  own  interest,  to  the 
interest  qf  our  fellow  creatures,  and  to  the  inte¬ 
rests  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ !  I 


expect  to  be  prepared  to  receive ;  or  beseech  liim 
for  the  influences  of  his  Holy  Spirit,  against 
which  our  hearts  are  steeled  by  our  own  supreme 
selfishness  and  love  of  the  world.  L.

Here 
are  formed  and  confirmed  those  habits  of  intem¬ 
perance,  which  cause  more  than  three  fourths  of 
all  shipwrecks,  aiq)  which  so  often  produce  the 
premature  death,  and  final  perdition  of  sailors. 
Here,  too,  are  commenced  those  courses  of  de¬ 
bauchery,  and  polluting  licentiousness,  which, 
according  to  the  statements  of  our  missionaries, 
do  more  than  all  other  causes  combined,  to  retard 
the  progress  of  religion  in  foreign  lands,  where 
our  sailors  are  regarded  as  the  standard  of  Ame- 
ican  Christianity. 

Have  not  these  existing  evils  been  endured 
long  enoiiffh  ?  Oiijrht  not  the  sources  of  so  much 
injury  to  commerce  and  religion,  to  be  of  once 
removed  ?  If  we  care  not  for  the  interests  of 
oiir  city,  or  the  welfare  of  sailors  as  individuals, 
should  we  not  regard  their  inflit-jnce  at  home  and 
abroad?  Do  we  owe  nothing  to  ourselves,  to 
humanity,  and  to  our  religion,  the  grand  aim  of 
which  is,  the  conversion  of  the  whole  w’orld  ? 

The  influence  of  Seamen,  on  all  these  objects, 
is  no  less  obvious  than  imjiortanr.  Where,  fiir 
instance,  would  he  the  Slave  Trade,  if  all -our 
Sailors  were  Christians  ?  And  how  would  our 
Foreign  Missionaries  find  their  labor  diminished, 
if  they  were  not  obliged  to  contend  against  the 
evil  example  of  our  seamen,  “  who,”  say  they, 
“  do  nearly  as  much  lo  pull  down,  as  we  can, 
to  build  up”  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer.  But 
more  than  this,  shall  we  feel  no  regard  for  sailors, 
as  individuals  ?  Is  it  not  cnou|pi,  that  for  our 
convenience  or  enjoyment,  they  are  exposed  to 
all  the  perils  of  the  stormy  deep  ?  Shall  we  sit 
qnietiv  down,  and  leave  them  to  be  wrecked  by 
the  howling  tempests  qf  sin — to  be  dashed  by  “  the 
waves  qf  dark  damnation”  on  the  shores  of  eternal 
death  ?  We  have  slumbered  over  this  subject 
long  enough.  If  is  quite  time  to  awake  to  its 
importance — to  act  fiir  the  prosperity  of  our 
country — for  the  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of 
a  noble  hut  neglected  class  of  our  fellow  men — 
for  the  religious  improvement  of  a  world  lying  in 
wickedness — and  for  the  interests  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  church,  whose  borders  shall  yet  extend  from 
“  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  rivers  to  the  ends  of 
the  earth.”  In  conclusion,  Mr,  Editor,  if  any 
statement  respecting  Sailor  boarding  houses, 
seems  extraordinary,  we  are  ready  to  suhstonti- 
ale  it  by  tacts — plain,  unquestionable,  startling 
facts !

Mr.  Editor — It  is  a  notorious  fact,  and  one  too 
that  can  scarcely  be  believed,  were  it  not  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  history  and  experience  of  indivi-i 
dual  Christians,  that  impenitent  sinners,  in  gene-' 
ral,  imagine  they  are  willing  to  be  saved.  Yea, 
sometimes,  to  all  human  appearance,  want  to  be 
saved ;  and  evince  by  their  deportment  and  con¬ 
versation,  much  anxiety  with  regard  to  tlie  sal¬ 
vation  of  their  souls.  Such  persons  deceive 
themselves,  and  others.  At  heart,  they  do  not 
sinrerclv  want  to  be  saved,  at  least,  not  in  OiMl's 
way.  They  are  willing,  as  they  think,  to  make 
some  concessions ;  but  to  give  up  self,  and  fell 
into  the  arms  of  the  Savior,  and  trust  in  him 
alone,  they  cannot,  because  thej' prefer  their  own 
plan  of  salvation,  to  that  simple  one  laid  down  in 
the  standard  of  truth,  made  so  plain,  that  “  he 
who  runs  may  read.”  Hence,  they  reject  the 
word  and  authority  of  Jeho\'ah,  “  trample 
under  foot  the  blo^  of  the  covenant,”  and 
virtually,  if  not  in  words,  yet  by  their  conduct, 
say  to  the  Savior,  “  Depart  from  us,  we  desire 
not  theltnowledgcof  thv  ways.”  “  We  will  not 
have  him,  (Christ)  to  reign  over  us.”  Such  cha¬ 
racters  are  guilty  of  great  hypocrisy,  because 
they  appear  to  be,  what  in  reality  they  are  not. 

Yes,  and  many  of  this  class,  I  doubt  not,  are  sin¬ 
cere  hypocrites,  (for  there  are  some  sincere  infi¬ 
dels  in  the  world,)  but  this  cannot  affect,  much 
less  alter,  the  divine  requirements ;  for  w’c  are 
intiirmed  that  the  Word  of  God,  like  its  author, 
is  unchangeable.  All  God’s  requirements  arc 
just,  and  it  is  our  guilt  and  blindness,  which  cau¬ 
ses  us  to  view  them  in  any  other  light;  hence, 
we  cannot  expect  that  God  will,  fitr  our  conve¬ 
nience,  alter  or  amend  his  Word,  or  make  tlie 
road  to  liMven  broader  than  it  is.  With  reganl 
to  the  various  species  of  hypocrisy,  there  is  none 
more  dangerou.s,  than  that  tty  which  we  deceive 
ourselves.  The  deceiving  of  others,  by  appearing 
to  them  to  be  what  we  are  not,  is  Iwd  enough, 
and  so  gross,  that  we  cannot  help  feeling  an  in¬

Every  one  knows  that  for 
the  production  of  silk,  tlie  worms  must  be  fed, 
and  the  whole  process  carried  on  hy  the  most  as¬ 
siduous  labor  on  the  Sabbath.  After  the  silk  is 
reeled,  it  is  probable,  considering  where  and  by 
wliom  it  is  chiefly  manufiicfured,  that  as  much  la¬ 
bor  i.s  bestowed  on  it  on  the  Salihalh,  as  on  any 
other  day.  To  say  nothing,  therefore,  of  the 
tendency  of  ribbons,  luxurious  dre.sses,  ornaments 
and  numberless  gay  supierfliiities  of  silk,  toanflu- 
ence  pride  and  vanity,  promote  extravagance, 
and  help  on  the  thoughtless  cour.se  of  fashionable, 
theatrical  and  dissipated  life,  and  the  temptations 
to  wantonness  and  immorality,  can  a  man,  I  ask, 
who  professes  to  regard  the  Sabbath,  an  active 
Christian  who  is  ready  to  sacrifice  every  thing 
tor  religion,  can  such  a  man,  who  prays  tor,  and 
cxjiccts  the  conversion  of  the  world,  and  hopes 
in  a  short  time  to  enter  heaven  and  into  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  the  God  of  the  Sabbath,  can  be  with 
safe  conscience  trade  and  irntfic  in  articles, 
which  are  made  and  prepared  for  market  on 
tliat  day  ? 

I  earnestly  solicit  a  discussion  of  this  subject. 
The  making  of  silk  surely  is  not  any  more  than 
Ihe  .selling  or  wearing  ofit  a  work  of  nece.ssify 
or  mercy.  It  is  at  best  but  an  article  of  luxury, 
used  chiefly  by  vain,  worldly,  sensual,  and  dissi¬ 
pated  pcojile  ;  and  if  leave.s  must  lie  plucked  and 
the  worms  fed  on  the  Sabbath,  if  it  lie  necessary 
to  violate  the  Sabbath  in  this  and  other  ways,  in 
order  to  produce  this  article  of  luxurious  super¬ 
fluity,  surely  Christians  ought  not  only  to  dis¬ 
pense  with  tlic  use  of  it,  but,  for  any  thing  I  can 
sec,  they  must  give  up  all  trade  in  it — he  no  lon¬ 
ger  the  means  of  supplying  if  to  a  vain  and  un¬ 
godly  world  ;  or  on  Ihe  other  hand' must  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  acting  with  the  enemies  and  opposers 
of  that  holy  day.  Being  most  deeply  and  con¬ 
scientiously  concerned  to  know  what  conclusion 
may  safely  be  adopted  on  tliis  subject,  I  solicit 
yoilr  earnest  attention  to  it,|pid  that  of  your  rea 
tiers.

CONDITION  OF  SEAMEN. 

Mr.  Editor — At  the  present  day,  si>  honorably 
characterized  by  Ixtnevolent  efi'ort,  in  the  cause 
of  liiimanity  and  religion,  the  indifference  of  the 
Christian  cotniunnily  to  the  character  and  condi¬ 
tion  of  Seamen,  is  such  us  to  excite  our  surprize 
and  deep  regret.  On  almost  every  other  subject 
associated  with  the  welfare  of  man,  and  the  gfii- 
ry  of  God,  the  Christian  church  seems  in  some 
degree,  awake  to  its  resjionsihililics  and  its  dii- 
fie.s.  But  on  this  piinl,  so  intimately  connected 
with  the  temporal  aud  eternal  happiness  of  a 
large  and  valuable  class  of  our  jiopulalion,  with 
the  prosperity  of  commerce,  and  the  conversion 
of  the  world,  a  stagnation  of  feeling  and  action 
exists,  which  is  truly  laineiitalile.  The  destitu¬ 
tion  of  our  country  of  the  Word  of  God  is  made  ' 
known,  and  at  once  the  Bible  Society  nobly  re¬ 
solves  to  supply  every  destitute  family  with  a  co 
py  of  the  Book  of  life'.  The  alarming  evils  of 
intemperance  are  proclaimed  thro’ the  land,  and 
every  voice  is  raised,  and  ev'cry  arm  uplifted  lo 
stay  the  ravages  of  the  destroyer.  The  jxerish 
ing  condition  of  the  Ilcalhcii  is  prc.sscd  u|k)ii  our 
attention,  and  Mis.sionaries  are  sent  forth  to  make 
known  tothem  the  unsearchable  riches  of  redeem¬ 
ing  grace.  But  in  the  very  bo.sotn  of  our  highly 
favored  city,  is  a  jiopiilation  of  thousands  of  sea¬ 
men,  imilliludcs  of  whom  have  never  perused 
the  Word  of  God — who  are  the  chosen  jirey  of 
Ihe  destroyer  intemperance ;  and  whose  condi 
lion  is  Worse  than  that  of  the  heathen,  inasmuch 
as  they  will  perish  from  a  Chri.-tian  laud

REVIVALS 

Is  Bolton, Mass.— Wc  learn  that  afuur  days  iiiet-tiug 
commenced  on  the  9th  of  August,  in  this  place,  which  was 
one  of  peculiar  interest  and  power.  The  meeting  was 
held  in  the  new  orthodox  church,  lately  erected  through 
the  efforts  of  S.  V.  S.  Wilder,  Esq.  During  the  first  two 
days,  the  exercises  were  solemn,  though  nothing  of  very^^ 
special  interest  occurred.  On  tho  third  day  of  tho  meet¬ 
ing,  at  an  early  hour,  the  bouse  was  crowded  to  overflow- 
and  Christians  were  requested  to  retire  to  the  vestry 
below,  to  make  room  for  the  impenitent,  and  to  engage  in 
special  prayer  for  their  conversion.  During  this  service, 
at  about  1 1  o’clock,  a  peculiar  solemnity,  and  a  deep  and 
tender  feeling  pervaded  the  assembly,  under  the  preaching 
of  the  word.  It  is  wortliy  o'"  remark,  that  this  occurred, 
as  w-as  afliTwards  ascertained,  at  tho  very  lime  when 
Christians  in  the  vostry  below  were  melted  down  with  ten¬ 
der  anxiety  for  the  impenitent,  and  were  engaged  in  ago¬ 
nizing  prayer  fur  their  conversion.  At  tho  close  of  this 
meeting,  those  who  had  made  up  their  minds  to  attend  im¬ 
mediately  to  the  subject  of  religion,  were  requested  to  as¬ 
semble  in  Ihe  vestry.  Rising  100  were  present,  who  were 
the  subjects  of  more  or  less  anxiety  of  mind.  In  the  af¬ 
ternoon,  tlic  two  meetings  were  attended  as  in  the  morn- 
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ing,  and  with  increasing  interest.  On  the  fourth  day, jtia 
thev  eugajre  the  j  lm>t  tmd  great  day  of  the  feast,  there  was  in  the  morsmg, 
thoughts,  or  awaken  the  slumbering  sympathies  i  a  great  increase  of  numbers  and  cf  interest ;  three  rooms 
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•ecupied  by  prayer  meeting,  at  which  ministers 
prenent.  At  the  cloee  of  the  morning  service,  more 
limn  too  attended  the  meeting  cf  inquiry,  several  of  whom 
had  indulged  hope  s'uico  the  commenoement  of  the  pro¬ 
tracted  meeting.  In  the  afternoon,  at  the  closing  service, 
all  arere  requested  to  arise,  who  were  determined  to  make 
reiigien  their  immediate  and  chief  concern,  when  a  great 
number  arose;  Christians,  who  were  willing  to  pledge 
themsclycs  that  tliey  would  pray  for  these,  were  also  re- 
uested  to  ariss,  when  a  great  proportion  of  the  congre¬ 
gation  were  found  standing.  The  scene  was  one  of  deep 
and  overwhelming  interest.  The  meeting  eras  closed  by 
singing  the  judgment  hymn.  Since  the  meeting  there 
has  been  a  gradual  progress  in  the  work,, and  a  considera¬ 
ble  uurahcT  of  hopeful  conversions.

ly  threw  aside  their  scythes  and  Uieir  rakes,  and 
locked  to  the  house  of  God ;  so  that  on  the  last 
day  especially,  we  had,  fiir  this  part  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  a  very  great  and  solemn  assembly. 

On  the  second  day,  tlie  church  hekl  two  meet¬ 
ings  with  the  visiting  hrctliren,  apart  from  the 
congregation,  for  prayer  and  exhortation,  and  to 
see  if  any  thing  could  be  effecteil,  to  “prepare  the 
way  of  the  Lord.”  But  appearances  continued 
most  discouraging,  and  the  dark  cloud  which 
hung  over  us  seemed  to  gather  blackness ;  so 
that,  at  the  close  of  the  second  meeting,  my  own 
unbelieving  heart  sunk  within  me,  and  I  was  al¬ 
most  ready  to  despair  of  any  favorable  results. 
However,  another  meeting  of  the  church  was 
appointed  for  the  next  morning;  and,  in  the 
mean  time,  its  distressing  and  alarming  condition 
was  made  the  subject  of  importunate  prayer,  cs- 
ix’cially  by  the  brethren  in  the  ministry;  and 
when  the  members  came  together,  a  very  differ¬ 
ent  state  of  feeling  was  soon  manifested.  It  ap¬ 
peared  that  some  individuals  had  betn  favored 
with  a  season  both  of  humiliation  and  ol'refreshing, 
during  the  preceding  night;  while  others  had 
been  overwhelmed  with  a  sense  of  their  backsli- 
dings,  and  of  what  tliey  had  done  to  wound  the 
cause  of  their  Lord.  Hardness  and  alienation 
of  feeling  began  to  give  place  to  a  spirit  of  ten- 
dcrncs.s,  and  contrition,  and  conciliation,  and 
numbers  came  liirward  with  humble  confession  ; 
so  that,  at  the  close  of  that  meeting,  the  prospect 
was  greatly  brightened.  After  attending  public 
exercises  with  the  congregation  assembled,  and 
a  short  intermission,  the  church  again  met  in  the 
hall  of  the  academy,  and  at  the  same  time  anx¬ 
ious  enquirers  were  invited  to  meet  in  the  school 
room  below,  while  the  congregation  assembled 
fiir  prayer  and  exhortation,  in  the  meeting  house 
At  this  first  inquiry  meeting  about  90  were  pre¬ 
sent.  At  the  cl^e  of  the  public  exercises  on 
this  third  day  ofThe  meeting,  the  anxious,  with 
those  who  had  recently  indulged  hopes,  were 
invited  to  meet  the  next  morning  in  the  academy 
hall,  while  the  church  and  congregation  would 
meet  for  prayer,  and  other  religious  exercises,  at 
the  meeting  house.  Accordingly,  on  Friday 
morning  nearly  200  attended  the  inquiry  meeting, 
and  the  number  was  increased  in  the  afternoon. 
Some  of  these  however,  were  from  different 
neighboring  towns.  A  few,  among  this  number, 
already  indulged  hope. 

A  public  communication  of  these  interesting 
facts  has  been  delayed  to  the  present  time,  that 
it  might  be  seen  whether  the  interest  in  what 
concerns  the  salvation  ot  the  soul,  which  had 
been  thus  induced,  would  subside,  when  the 
means  which  had  been  instrumental  in  inducing 
if  were  withdrawn.  But,  hitherto,  I  know  not 
ihat  any  considerable  abatement  of  this  interest 
has  been  manifested.  A  general  solemnity  still 
prevails.  Religious  meetings,  though  the  season 
is  a  busy  one,  are  numerously  attended.  Many 
are  anxiously  enquiring ;  while  a  very  consider 
able  number  are  indulging  some  hope,  that  they 
“have  passed  from  death  unto  life.”  Our  as 
semhly  on  the  Sabbath,  though  before  rcspecta 
ble  for  numbers,  has  been  greatly  increased. — 
On  the  first  Sabbath  after  the  public  meeting,  at 
a  meeting  for  the  anxious  during  the  intermission 
about  150  attended.  On  the  second  it  was 
thought  more  than  -200  were  present.  The  last 
Sabbath,  the  number  would  probably  have  been 
quite  as  large,  had  not  many  been  prevented  by 
the  rain.  The  state  of  things  in  the  church, 
also,  is,  in  a  good  degree,  pleasant.  Many,  who 
had  long  been  unhappily  alienated,  now  “  love  as 
brethren ;”  and  the  members,  generally,  can  now 
unitedly  pray  for  the  prosperity  of  Zion. 

In  Haverhili.,  N.  H. — Haverhill  is  highly  fa 
vored.  A  friend  of  ours  directly  from  that  place 
informs  us,  that  a  most  powerful  and  general  re¬ 
vival  is  in  progress  there.  Il  embraces  almost 
every  family  in  the  congregational  society.  The 
meetings  are  well  attended,  and  solemn  as  death 
It  is  thought  that  between  50  and  100  are  seri 
oiisly  impressed,  and  quite  a  mmber  have  enter¬ 
tained  hopes  of  pardoAio^  uaerey.  ’Frm  ytMinw 
men,  tast  wrek,  tioft  en«h  views  of  their  awful 
condition  and  inevitable  misery  witliout  religion, 
that  they  did  not  dare  to  allow  themselves  to  re¬ 
pose  for  the  night  till  they  had  obtained  the  favor 
of  Go<l.  Their  prayer  was,  “  Lord  Jesus  have 
mercy  on  me  ;”  and  their  cry,  pray  for  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  my  soul.  One  who  attended  a  religious 
meeting  last  Friday,  asked  liberty  at  the  close  of 
the  meeting  to  make  some  remarks.  He  com¬ 
menced  by  observing — “  I  want  to  undo  some¬ 
thing  that  I  have  done — to  mitigate  some  of  the 
evil  of  which  I  have  been  the  occasion.  Look  at 
me.  You  see  here  one  who  has  denied  the  being 
of  God — the  divinity  of  the  Bible — tfie  immorta¬ 
lity  of  the  soul,  future  rewards  and  punishments, 
ott  re/itj-ton,  and  even  the  Savior  himself;  and 
now  I  tell  you  1  have  renounced  all  these  soul- 
destroying  errors,  and  embraced  that  Savior  and 
his  Gnsnel,  which  I  hope  have  brought  peace  to 
my  soul.”  His  remarks  were  coniihued  for  some 
time,  much  in  this  strain,  which  were  very  so¬ 
lemn,  impressive,  and  affecting.  The  assembly 
seemed  sensibly  to  feel  the  force  of  the  public  re¬ 
cantation  of  a  well  known  infidel. — JV*.  H.  Obs. 
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es  are  in  this  town ;  the  one  at  Cook’s  settlement, 
the  other  at  Cannonsville.  The  licentiate  is  Mr. 
Elias  Childs.  He  commenced  his  I.-iltors  about 
the  first  of  March  last ;  but  saw  little  to  encoti- 
rage  him  until  a  short  time  previous  to  the  meet¬ 
ing  in  tliis  place.  Christians  awoke  a  little  from 
their  slumbers,  and  some  sinners  were  convert¬ 
ed.  Many,  both  saints  and  sinfiers,  attended 
the  meeting  in  this  place,  and  were  much  benc- 
fitted.  At  Mr.  Child’s  earnest  request,  I  went  to 
Cannonsville  to  attend  a  two  days  meeting,  which 
l*egan  on  Tuesday,  2Gih  July.  No  oUier  minis¬ 
ters  were  present.  There  was  evidently  a  goo<l 
degree  of  pre{)aration  on  the  part  of  tfie  minis¬ 
ters,  and  several  of  the  members  and  a  little  band 
accompanied  me  from  Deposit,  whose  hearts  had 
been_ broken  and  warmed  by  the  five  days  meet¬ 
ing  in  this  place.  We  united  our  labors  and 
prayers,  in  great  expectation  of  the  blessing  of 
God ;  and  we  were  not  disappointed.  The  first 
day,  at  the  close  of  the  third  service,  nine  rose 
and  expressed  hope  that  they  had  yielded  to  the 
claims  of  God.  Our  meeting  was  in  a  large 
school  house ;  and  although  the  population  is 
sparse,  it  would  not  contain  the  people  the  se- 
cond_  day.  Many  were  without  the  door,  but  in 
hearing  of  the  word  of  God ;  and  so  deep  and 
awful  was  the  solemnity,  that  it  appeared  to  ma¬ 
ny  of  us,  that  every  thing  must  Ikiw  down  under 
the  mighty  pressure  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord. 
And  almost  every  thing  did  bow ;  the  aged  and 
the  young ;  the  infidel,  the  scoffer,  the  universal- 
ist,  and  the  moralist.  The  greater  proportion 
were  in  the  strength  of  middle  age  and  in  the  vi¬ 
gor  of  youth.  Such  was  the  pressure  of  truth 
upon  tlie  conscience,  that  it  was  thought  best  to 
suspend  preaching  the  second  service  of  the  se¬ 
cond  day,  and  give  ourselves  entirely  to  prayer 
and  conversation  with  the  anxious.  In  this  also, 
God  blessed  our  labors.  Sinners  who  came  into 
the  meeting  hardened  arid  obstinate,  were  seen 
in  a  few  hours  sitting  at  the  feet  of  Jesus,  clothed 
and  in  their  right  mind.  The  third  day  we  ap¬ 
pointed  a  meeting  for  conversation  and  prayer, 
with  the  anxious,  intending  to  close  with  that 
nieeling.  But  il  was  impossible.  Petitions  came 
from  every  quarter  of  the  house,  that  the  meeting 
might  be  continued.  Some  sinners  came  that 
hail  not  been  in  days  previous,  and  expressed 
their  desire  that  the  meeting  might  be  continued, 
saying  that  they  could  not  leave  until  they  had 
made  their  peace  with  God.  At  this  moment  of 
deep  interest  I  left  them,  (o  attend  a  meeting 
among  my  own  people.  But  many  of  my  peo¬ 
ple  stayed  until  Satiird.ay ;  and  the  meeting  con¬ 
tinued  almost  without  intermission,  (sleeping 
hours  excepted,)  until  Sabbath  evening.  It  is 
n<A  two  weeks  since  the  meeting  began,  and  there 
are  at  least  eighty  indulging  liope  that  they  are 
born  of  God.  Twenty-eight  are  examined  for 
(he  church,  and  the  great  work  is  still  in  progress. 
Let  all  who  love  the  souls  of  men  pray  for  the 
people  in  Cannonsville.  There  are  but  few  left 
without  hope.  But  the  souls  of  these  few  are 
too  precious  to  be  lost.  I  ought  perhaps  to  say, 
that  in  this  place,  of  the  fruits  of  the  five  days 
meeting,  fiirty-nine  are  examined  for  the  church, 
and  about  twenty  others  are  hoping.  ^Three 
lads  were  hopefully  converted  last  night.  In  tliis 
village  there  are  at  present  not  to  exceed  twenty 
five  adults  without  hope ;  and  this  evening  we 
meet  to  offer  special  prayer  for  them.

Since  the  commencement 
of  the  present  year,  thirty  eight  have  been  added 
to  our  number  by  baptism.  In  one  week  eleven, 
and  the  next  sixteen  were  added,  and  several 
others  are  now  ready.

SHOCKING  MURDER. 

The  following  is  from  a  correspondent  of  tho  New  York 
Evangelist  at  Ithica,  N.  Y.  under  date  of  August  29th : 

A  shocking  murder  was  committed  in  our  villago  on 
FIriday  morning  last,  by  one  Guy  C.  Clark,  upon  his  wife, 
in  an  uppor  chamber,  in  the  presence  of  h'is  two  little 
daughters.  He  knocked  down  his  wife  with  his  fist,  and 
cliokcd  her,  and  the  second  time  he  did  likewise,  and  then 
took  the  ax  while  she  was  down,  and  nearly  chopped  her 
neck  off.  Struck  two  blows  with  the  ax  in  her  neck,  and 
two  in  her  face  which  caused  instant  death.  He  did  not 
try  to  escape;  was  taken  and  confined  in  jail.  Was  in 
his  right  mind,  or  was  perfectly  sane  ;  was  not  drunk,  but 
before  he  could  commit  tho  awful  deed,  must  drink  two  or 
three  drams,  which  was  the  language  of  his  little  daughter 
before  the  jury  of  inquest,  of  which  I  was  one.  Clark  at' 
so  very  nearly  chopped  off  the  right  arm  of  his  wife.  He 
does  not  repent  in  the  least,  but  says  that  it  is  what  he  in¬ 
tended  to  do  a  long  lime  ago,  and  that  he  has  now  done  it 
he  is  quite  happy.  But  ho  says  that  his  happiness  would 
be  still  more  complete,  if  he  could  have  his  liberty  long 
enough  to  kill  John  Cautiuc,  Esq.  and  A.  D.  W.  Bruyer, 
first  Judge  of  the  county.

The  fiiliowing  is  from  tlic  Portland  Mirror  of 
August  23  : 

We  copied,  last  week,  an  article  credited  to  the  New 
York  Evangelist,  in  which,  under  the  hca<l,  South- Tfadlcy, 
mention  is  made  of  the  state  of  religion  in  Dover,  N,  H.  as 
well  as  several  other  places.  The  last  Dover  Chronicle 
says  of  this  article, — 

“  It  did  not  until  this  week,  meet  our  observation,  or 
wc  should  have  corrected  its  misrepresentations.  Wc 
now  say,  that  so  far  as  our  knowledge  extends,  it  is  incor¬ 
rect  throughqutj  save  one  sentence  ;  and  the  Northampton 
writer  woulodo  the  people  of  Dover  a  favor  by  communica¬ 
ting,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  when,  where,  and  how  he  got  his 
information  :  for  it  is  not  creditable  here  that  Mr.  Wins¬ 
low  ever  authorized  the  statements  contained  in  the  letter. 
The  article  has  caused  no  little  excitement  among  this 
people,  and  is  another  instance  of  the  impropriety  of  stran¬ 
gers  attempting  to  give  an  account  of  the  religious  state  of 
things  in  places  with  which  they  are  entirely  unacquainted. 
Editors  who  have  published  the  c.xlract  arc  desired  to 
make  the  correction.” 

The  letter  which  contained  this  incorrect  statement  was 
dated  as  long  ago  as  June  22.  Wc  look  it,  wo  think,  from 
tho  Philideljihia  Recorder.  The  original  publishers,  or 
their  correspondent,  or  both,  arc  in  fault.  For  the  honor 
of  religion  and  of  revivals,  wc  hope  Ihat  greater  caution 
will  be  observed  by  editors  and  letter  writers ;  for  such 
gross  misrepresentations  in  a  few  cases  will  bring  discred¬ 
it  upon  all  accounts  of  revivals. 

We  assure  our  brother  of  the  Mirror,  that  ei¬ 
ther  he  or  some  other  editor,  is  inislaken,  in  as¬ 
cribing  the  publication  in  que.slion  to  the  New 
York  Evhncfelist.  It  must  have  been  some  other 
pafier  that  published  the  very  indiscreet  article 
respecting  Dover.  We  are  well  satisfied  that 
Mr.  Winslow  is  not  responsible  fiir  it.  It  i.s  high 
time  religious  editors  were  more  initustrious  and 
attentive,  in  making  their  own  selections.  There 
would  then  be  little  danger  of  the  injustice,  now 
so  frequent,  of  giving  the  wrong  credit,  or  no 
credit,  lor  original  articles. 


CONGREGATIONAL  UNION. 

From  the  July  number  of  the  London  Evangelical  Ma¬ 
gazine,  wc  learn  that  an  adjourned  meeting  of  Delegates, 
Ministers,  and  Officers  of  Churches,  was  held  in  London, 
May  13,  to  consider  the  subject  of  a  general  Congrega- 
tiomil  Union.  VVe  make  the  following  e.\tract : 

The  ndjtntrned  meeting  was  held  on  Friday 
morning,'<4Iay  13,  at  half  past  nine  o’clock  ;  Rev. 
Joseph  Ftlcher,  D.  D.  in  the  chair. 

The  Rev.  H.  F.  Burder,  D.  D.  opened  tlie 
meeting  by  prayer,  when  the  tiillowing  jilan  of 
the  committee  was  read,  and  each  article  consi¬ 
dered  serialiin : — 

I.  That  it  is  highly  desirable  and  important  to 
establish  a  Union  of  Congregational  Churches 
and  Ministers  ihroiighotil  England  and  Wales, 
founded  on  a  full  recognition  of  their  own  dis¬ 
tinctive  principle,  namely,  the  scriptural  right  of 
every  separate  church  to  maintaiu  perfect  inde¬ 
pendence  in  the  government  and  administration 
of  its  own  particular  affairs  ;  and  therefore,  that 
Uie  Union  shall  not  in  any  case  assume  legisla¬ 
tive  authority,  or  become  a  court  of  ap))eal, 

II.  That  such  Union  consist  of  County  and 
District  A.s.sociations. 

III.  That  the  following  be  tlie  objects  contem¬ 
plated  in  its  formation : 

1.  To  promote  evangelical  religion,  in  connec 
tion  with  the  Congregational  Denomination. 

2.  To  cultivate  brotherly  affection,  and  sincere 
co-operation  in  every  thing  relating  to  the  intC' 
rests  of  the  a.ssociated  cluirches. 

3.  To  establish  fraternal  corre.spondence  with 
Congregational  Churches,  and  other  bodies  of 
Christians,  throughout  the  wfirld. 

4.  To  address  an  annual  letter  to  the  associa 
led  churches,  accompanied  with  such  information 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

5.  To  obtain  accurate  statistical  information 
relative  to  the  Congregational  Churches  through 
out  the  kingdom  and  the  world  at  large. 

6.  To  inquire  into  the  present  methods  of  col 
lecling  funds  flir  the  erection  of  places  of  worship 
and  to  consider  the  praclicahilify  of  introducin, 
any  improved  plan. 

7.  To  assist  in  maintaining  and  enlarging  the 
civil  rights  of  Protestant  Dis.senters. 

IV.  To  promote  the  accomplishment  of  these 
objects,  and  the  general  interests  of  the  Union 
That  an  annual  meeting  shall  be  held,  con.sisting, 
if  pr.scticahle,  of  an  equal  number  of  ministers 
and  laymen,  and  that  each  a.ssociation  may  ap¬ 
point  such  a  number  of  representatives  as  it  may 
deem  neces.sary;  that  the  annual  meeting  he 
held  ia  London,  or  .such  other  town  or  city  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  ;  and  that 
at  the  annual  meetings  of  delegates,  every  mi¬ 
nister  and  officer  connected  with  any  association 
united  in  the  general  body  shall  lie  eligible  to  at¬ 
tend  and  vote. 

These  details  having  received  an  ample  dis¬ 
cussion,  and  the  propo.sed  plan  of  the  commit- ' 
tec  having  lieen  agreed  to  non.  eon.,  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolutions  were  adopted : 

1.  That  a  Provisional  Committee  he  formed 
for  the  year  ensuing,  consisting  of  the  following 
ministers  and  gentlemen  in  Loudon  and  its  vici¬ 
nity  : — Drs.  Bennet,  Burder,  and  Fletcher ;  Rev. 
Messrs.  Blackhnrn,  Clayton,  and  Reed ;  Dr. 
Browu  ;  McHiirH.  Ghallis  and  Parker,  and  inclu- 
diii£r.  as  corresponding  memherK,  the  accretnries 
of  all  comity  and  district  associa t'ums,  favorable 
to  the  formiition  of  the  Union. 

2.  That  the  Rev.  Joseph  Tiirnhull,  B.  A.  lie 
.is.sociated  with  the  Rev.  A.Tidnian,  and  Joshua 
Wilson,  Esq.  as  Provi.sional  Secretaries;  and 
that  B.  Hanbury,  Esq.  be  Treasurer  pro  tempore 
of  the  projKised  Union. 

3.  That  the  Provisional  Committee  be  instruc¬ 
ted  to  give  the  widest  circulation  to  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  this  d.sy,  and  after  obtaining  the  senti¬ 
ments  of  the  brethren  thronghont  the  country, 
on  the  plan  now  prcptirc<l  liir  their  consideration, 
that  they  do  giv'c  it  a  fiirther  revision,  so  ihat  it 
may  he  presented  fiir  final  adoption  in  the  most 
perfect  .and  satisfactory  form,  at  a  general  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  liodv,  lo  be  held  (D.  V.)  in  this  place, 
on  Tuesday.

The  present  iium- 
l>er  of  Mi.ssionary  stations  was  150,  and  the  Mis¬ 
sionaries  employed,  including  assistants,  213. — 
The  local  catecliists  and  teachers  employed  in 
the  schools  was  160.  The  gratuitous  teachers 
in  the  Sunday  and  d^y-schools  was  upwards  ol 
1,400;  which,  inchidiiig  Missionaries  and  their 
wives,  made  a  total  of  about  2,000  agents  enga¬ 
ged  tinder  the  direction  of  tlie  society.  Tho 
numlicr  of  mcnibers  on  the  foreign  stations  was 
41,186,  being  an  increase  of  1,526  on  the  num- 
lier  reported  last  year ;  24,439  of  the  members 
on  foreign  stations  were  slaves,  and  7,213  were 
free  negroes  and  persons  of  color.  From  the 
West  India  Colonics,  the  returns  of  the  nuniher 
of  children  and  adults  in  the  Sunday  schools  was 
26,440,  being  an  increase  of  6,326  during  the 
year.  From  three  to  four  thousand  of  the  chii- 
drcii  instructed  in  tho  schools  were  the  chiidren 
of  slaves.  The  total  cash  receipts  for  the  past 
year  was  50,0171.  I83.  Sd.  The  Report  con¬ 
cludes  by  a  forcible  and  eloquent  appeal  for  re¬ 
newed  exertions  in  the  Missionary  cause. 


BATAVIA  CAMP  .MEETING. 

This  meeting  was  held  near  the  village  of  14u 
tavia,  the  comity  seat  of  Clermont  county;  ainl 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbyterian  church  of 
which  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Rowland"  is  pastor.  The 
meeting  was  attended  with  many  ol  those  pleas¬ 
ing  teat  tires  which  have  characterized  other  meet 
iiigs  of  a  similar  description  in  this  part  ol  tht 
ctiiintry.  The  exercises  commenced  on  Thurs¬ 
day  evening,  the  4th  of  August,  and  continued 
till  the  Tuesday  following.  On  the  Sabhath  the 
congregation  was  large  attentive  and  solcum. — 
At  the  communion  season  10  persons  iiniltd 
themselves  with  the  church. 

About  5  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  the  aiidicuce 
was  addressed  by  R.  S.  Finley,  agent  of  the 
American  Colonization  society.  The  assembly 
evinced  by  their  delighted  attention,  the  most 
lively  sympathy  in  the  cause  of  the  poor  oppres¬ 
sed  Africans.  On  Tuesday,  5  persons  united 
with  tlic  church,  making  in  all  15  since  the  com- 
iiicnceiiicnt  of  the  services.  Professors  secmcti 
quickened  and  encouraged,  and  we  have  no 
doubt  the  meeting  will  be  followed  with  llic  liap- 
piest  results. — Cut.  Jour. 


MONSON  AC.\DE-MV. 

We  have  just  received  the  last  catalogue  of  Uiis  insti¬ 
tution,  from  which  wc  learn  that  the  whole  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  is  103,  of  wkich  60  arc  males,  and  43  females. — 
From  this  documeni,  we  make  the  following  extract : 

Monson  is  a  [Jeasant,  retired  village,  011  the 
stage  road  from  Springfield  to  Providence,  18 
miles  from  Springfield,  and'  14  from  Sturbridge. 
The  stage  goes  from  Springfield  ur  Providence 
on  Mondays,  Wednesilays  and  Fridays,  and  re¬ 
turning  on  the  following  days,  passes  through 
Sturbridge  .soon  after  the  morning  stage  from 
Boston.  The  society  in  Monson  is  such  as  every 
parent,  who  regards  the  wellare  of  his  'child, 
would  desire.  Some  of  the  first  families,  whose 
heads  are  pious,  are  willing  to  take  boarders,  at 
reasonable  prices.  The  moral  influence  in  the 
school  is  decidedly  good,  a  large  proportion  of 
the  youth  being  professors  of  religion.  During 
the  past  year,  the  institution  has  been  fhvoreil 
with  the  smiles  of  iteaven,  and  about  one  fifth 
of  the  pupils  have  given  evidence  of  entire  cun- 
secration  to  the  service  of  the  Redeemer. 

The  advantages  of  education  are  equal  to  tliose 
of  any  similar  institution  in  our  land.  The  build¬ 
ings  are  spacious  and  convenient.  'I'lic  philoso¬ 
phical  and  chemical  apparatus,  and  cabinet  of 
minerals,  are  superior  to  those  iii  most  of  our 
colle^.  Competent  aild  experienced  male  and 
female  instriicters,  who  received  higfi  honors

WESLEYAN  MISSIONARY  SOCIF-TV. 

The  aniversary  of  lhi.s  Society  was  held  in 
London,  May  2d,  and  was  most  mimerotislv  at¬ 
tended.  Wc  present  the  following  sketch  of  the  an¬ 
nual  report,  which  conden.scs  much  inlssionarv 
intelligence. 

In  Ireland,  upwards  of  4,000  children  were 
deriving  the  advantages  of  a  scriptural  educa¬ 
tion,  in  the  schools  which  had  lieen  established. 
Some  of  the  Wesleyan  inifiistcrs  laboring  there, 
preached  in  the  vernacular  tongue.  This  had 
now  been  carried  on  for  upwards  of  eighty  vears. 
On  the  continent  ofF.urope,  and  in  the  Medi- 
terraiiean,  the  Mi.s.sionary  cause  never  was  so 
favorable  and  promising  altogether  as  at  the 
present  time,  nolwiihstaiuHng  .some  opfxisition 
lind  been  met  with.  At  Stockholm  an  addiiional 
chapel  had  been  obtained.  At  Wnrtemburg  a 
gracious  work  had  lieen  commenced.  At  Paris 
a  new  place  of  worship  had  been  opened,  the  at¬ 
tendance  at  whicli  was  very  goiMl.  In  Normiiti- 
dy,  great  opportunities  were  afforded  fiir  extend¬ 
ing  Mis.sionary  ojierations.  At  Gihraller  many 
cofiies  of  the  Word  of  God  had  been  disfrihiflcd 
in  the  vernacular  longue;  and  had  finind  an  en¬ 
trance  into  the  interior  of  Spain,  arul  other  ad  jn- 
cant  parts.  At  Malta,  good  continued  lo  be  e(- 
fected.  From  the  Morea,  and  in  continental 
Greece,  the  accounts  were  very  encouraging. — 
In  Alexandria,  a  place  of  divine  worship  had 
been  fitted  up  at  tlic  expense  of  the  British  in-' 
liahitants.  In  Continental  India,  idolatry  had 
been  in  several  cases  desfroyetl.  The  Missiona¬ 
ries  at  Calcutta  had  fiiund  a  wide  scene  of  labor; 
the  Schools  were  thronged.  At  Madras  and 
Bengal,  the  Missionary  associations  had  assumed 
a  steady  charncteri  In  Ceylon,  21  Missionaries 
were  employed,  and  thousands  of  children  were 
instructed  in  the  schools.  The  South  s-ea  Mis¬ 
sion  was  higlily  encouraging.  At  Tongay  sever¬ 
al  persons  have  renounced  idolatry,  some  of 
whom  were  acting  as  subordinate  teachers. — 
.The  Missionaries  at  tlie  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
had  extended  their  sphere  of  labor.  At  Cape 
town  .7  new  Chapel  had  been  erected.  The 
Gospel  had  been  preached  to  Hottentots,  and 
other  tribe.s.  The  Chapels  in  South  Africa  liad 
liecome  too'  small,  and  several  chiefs  had  been 
converted.  In  the  Mauritius,  a  favorable  open¬ 
ing  had  been  made,  and  the  Gospel  had  been 
embraced  hv  several  of  the  slaves.  Several 
Missionaries  had  volunteered  themselves  to  go  to 
Sierra  Leone,  tfie  committee  having  determined 
not  to  appoint  any  to  that  station  without  their 
previoiw  consent.  The  Report  then  alluded  to 
the  West  India  stations,all  of  which  it  represent¬ 
ed  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  Fifty-eight 
Missionaries  were  rf>mpIoyed  there,  having  under 
their  c.are  31,652  members  of  the  Society,  and 
nearly  Jl,000children.  In  North  America,the  chief

I 
lunv  liave  the  pleasure  of  infiirming  you,  that, 
similar  inquiries  made  in  the  Districts  of  Edge- 
field,  Abbeville,  Pendleton,  Greenville,  Laurens 
and  Newberry,  have  resulted  in  the  same  satis¬ 
factory  inforiiiation. 

It'is  not  too  much  to  say  that  in  tlic^viuilc  up¬ 
per  country,  the  quantify  of  ardent  spirits  anini- 
allv  eonsnmed  by  the  inhabitants,  is  from  one 
half  to  two  thirds  less  than  if  was  fiitir  years 
The  morals  and  manners  of  the  country, 
are  improving  in  a  corresjKinding  ratio.  As  tho 
one  scale  ascends,  the  other  descends. — Charles 
ton  Obs.  Jilt  gust,  1831.

This  defect  is  in  some  measure  remedied  by 
the  adoption  of  the  “  Union  Q.uestions,” — a  text- 
IwHik  which  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  sali-

Let  us  suppose,  for  a  moment,  that  the  pau¬ 
perism  and  crimes,  sicknes.s,  insanity  and  deaths, 
which  ardent  spirits  occasion,  were  occasioned 
hv  the  bite  of  a  certain  kind  of  serpents,  and  the 
sting  of  a  certain  adder ;  things  to  which  the  Ho¬ 
ly  Spirit  likens  the  effects  of  intoxicating  drinks. 
And  suppose  that  a  certain  class  of  men  should 
make  it  their  business  to  roar  these  serpents  and 
to  tratfic  in  them  ;  and  suppose  that  they  should 
continue,  alter  it  was  known  rflat  their  bite  was 
poisonous,  and  in  many  cases  fatal — that  it  actu¬ 
ally  killed  30  jx'rsons  in  one  place,  50  in  another.

At  the  close  of  my  last  I  mentioned  an  excuse 
vvliich  is  sometimes  made  for  jiersons  wlio  conti¬ 
nue  to  traffic  in  ardent  spirits,  viz.  tfiat  they  do 
not  sell  to  drunkards,  nor  to  any  jiersons  in  small 
quantities.

And  if  it  is  wrong  to  sell  to  drunkards,  it  cannot 
be  right  to  sell  lo  sober  men.
